The LitHe Chicks.

little chicks, cnu&ed by different 

things and a combination ofcircm 
stances. Many of these causes c; 
be avoided when you know what 
they are, but that is where the 
trouble often lies, in not being able 
to find out what the cai 
Much trouble is caused by ignor- 
ance on the part of attendants and 
still more through carelessness. 
And then there are others who 
cause much loss by being too care- 
ful, or in other words, they keep 
their chicks too closely confined or 
cooped. I know of some raisers 
who are so afraid their chick- 
get the gapes, that they keep them 
cooped up on a floor until they gel 
leg weakness and lousy, and what 
not, and die off by the dozen before 
they know what the troubli 
Others go to the other extreme and 
let their chicks out in all kinds of 
weather and at all times of the da) 
cold or warm, and as a result di 
off in great numbers with tl 
gapes. A kind of golden medium i 
hat wc would advise. Have goo 
roomy coops for your hens an 
hicks and shut them in at nigl 
and keep them in mornings for 
while until the grass has become 
nearly dry when I would let the 
chicks out and keep the mother hen 
in until the chicks are about ten 
old. Those can be let out, 
hen and all. and further than that 
I would encourage them to hunt all 
that is possible away from the coop, 
especially if you have good range, 
as in that way they will gain much 
of their living and grow fast in the 
bargain. If you have a lot with 
ery little if any grass in it, you 
can let your chicks out much earlier 
n the mornings and not hurt them 
any, as if in the grass. Nothing 
will develop gapes in young chicks 
quicker than to let them run out in 
the deep, wet grass, when it is cold. 
and>try to keep with the mother, 
ho seems bent on giving them a 
good airing. With these conditions, 
and a good supply, of sloppy, raw 
raw corn-meal scattered all over 
tainted 'and filthy grounds, they 
will as a rule just naturally gap 
out before you know it. 

Another source of much trouble 
in crowding too many in one coop 
with a single hen. We have seen 
wenty-five or thirty thus crowded 
together and to keep them health 
it took skill, and a very roomy coop 
but the average man or woman wil 
fail at it. Many a brooder is a fail 
ure on the same line, by bein| 
ded, when diarrhoea sets in 
and the last chick dies before itcai 
be checked. I am of the opinio 
that 50 should be the limit of an 
single brooder, and 20 for a hen 
ally try to set two hens at one 
and then when hatched put 
with one hen. if there are not 
than twenty, which is about 
the average for two. Then the 
ither hen can either be reset or 
iroken up ready to go to laying 



little fellows, grease the hen 
lightly with fresh lanl. under the 
wing* and on the keel bone, but di 
not mix coal oil with it as it is, not 
necessary, and sometimes injures 
r eyes, and sulphur will too. 
Use no grease on the hen while she 
setting. Insect powder from the 
drug store sifted in the nest, or 
some tobacco dust or leaves rubbed

You will find the egg-tester quite 
a convenience, for example you can 
set about four hens at a time, and 
when they have been at work for 
about eight days you can take the 
tester, and go over them and get 
out all that are not fertile and will 
not hatch, and if there are many of 
them you can put the rest under 
two hens and dispense with one, 
reset her or get her to laying again 
soon. I am well aware I am not 
telling many of you anything new, 
but if I put some on the right track 
who are off I shall be well repaid, 
and perhaps wake others up to a 
nse of duty. It takes careful 
atching of the little things, in 
order to make a success of the 
greater things.

nests, <>r destroying them in some 
manner which is yet to be discov- 
They not only carry disease 
germs on their feet but come in 
rge numbers to devour the food of 
the fowls. They will fly straight 
through two-inch w ire mesh, and 
the rmount of food a large flock will 
destroy in a few minutes is aston- 
ishing. 

The use of poison is dangerous 
to others than the sparrow. There 
is one thing that disgusts them, 
which is to whip them out of their 
roosting place after dark: for then 
they cannot easily get back and 
fall victims to the cat. But after 
all it is cruel to so treat them and 
many have npt the inclination to 
destroy them.

We received a letter a few days 
ago (the letter has been misplaced 
and writer's name forgotten), mak- 
ing inquiry about limberneck. This 
has been written on a great many 
times in back numbers of this paper 
and if the writer had been a care- 
ful reader of this department it 
would have been unnecessary to 
have asked the question. This also 
shows the importanceof filing away 
for future reference, each week s 
paper, especially those which might 
want to be referred to. Limber- 
neck is supposed to be caused by 
eating of decayed animal matter 
infected with maggots or worms, 
which puncture the throat and 
finally extend to the stomach and 
intestines. The following remedy 
bas been used with good results: 
One ounce capicum, one ounce pul- 
verized asfoedita, oneounce pulver- 
ized rhubarb. twoouncescarb. iron, 
one ounce black antimony. Mix all 
thoroughly together; then mix a 
portion of it into a thick pas«e by 
using a little molasses: make into 
pills the size of a pea and give one 
every tour or five hours. 

We would suggest, if you do not 
care to keep the^e papers, that you 
get a scrap-book and when you find 
anything that you think you might 
want to refer to cut it out and paste 
in the book.— Farmers Home Jour- 
nal.
